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TOURISM

Current law requires the Department of Tourism to expend the following
amounts for the following purposes:

1. At least $125,000 per fiscal year for marketing related to sporting activities
and events.

2. At least $25,000 per fiscal year to sponsor, and to run advertisements during,
media broadcasts of the Milwaukee Symphony Orchestra.

3. At least $200,000 per fiscal year for grants to Native American Tourism of
Wisconsin.

4. At least $50,000 per fiscal biennium for marketing that promotes
multicultural events taking place in Wisconsin.

5. At least $200,000 per fiscal biennium to promote exhibits and activities at
the Milwaukee Public Museum.

This bill eliminates all of those mandatory expenditures.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:
